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The bill licensing naturopathy reads: “And 
all other systems and methods of treating the 
sick and afflicted in California.” This includes 
all legitimate schools of healing not now spe- 
cifically legalized. 

The naturopaths believe in a four-years’ 
course. We believe the Governor, not ‘the 
medical trust, should dictate the requirements 
of medical colleges. Every eclectic college, 
except one in Cincinnati, is now classed as 
“C,”" debarring students from taking exami- 
nations before the state board, a gross, un- 
reasonable, and unjust discrimination. 

We also believe in reasonable reciprocity in 
medical practice between California and states 
having an equal or higher standard. We be- 
lieve each practitioner should be responsible to 
his association for his conduct, and that as- 
sociation represented upon the state board. _ 

In conclusion we suggest that the first bi- 
ennial report of the State Board of Control 
proves conclusively that there is need for an 
overhauling of the State Medical Board as 
at present constituted. 

“he naturopaths -have drafted a medical 
bill (Assembly Bill No. 731) entirely revising 
the present situation which was presented 
January 24th, by Senator Henry H. Lyon and 
Assemblyman Cher J. Gates carrying the 
best solution for equal representation to all 
schools of the healing art including a reci- 
procity clause with power to issue certificates 
entirely optional with the State Board of 
Medical Examiners. This bill will probably 
be the compromise out of all the medical bills 
introduced.

_The Association of Naturopathic Physi- 
cians of California has been very busy this 
s€ason to get a bill through the California 
Legislature for a separate Naturopathic 
Board of Examiners. Although naturopathy 
is legalized in California since 1907, the con- 
ditions are not satisfactory. How can drug- 
less practitioners expect fair treatment from 
a board that is hostile and cannot see the good 
in any other school or in any other practi- 
tioner? If the naturopaths will not get the 
legislation to which they are entitled and what 
they demand by constitutional right in the 
way of a separate board, they will have the 
matter taken up through referendum and 
placed before the people of the State to 
decide. Other sections of our National So- 
ciety can learn from the California Asso- 
ciation. This is the only way to go about 
it—a Separate board of examiners. How 
can regular physicians issue licenses for drug- 
less practitioners when they know _Uaothing 
about this science? Naturopathy is a greater 
and far better science than the old school 
medicine. Naturopathy has the better ar- 
gument, has something for the public that is 
good and practical in the way of prevention 
and cure of disease. The time has passed 
where drugless practitioners will make such 
concessions as going on the same board.
